FOE BEHRING SEA. 



Admiral Walker Assigned to the Pa 
cille Station— Speculations as 
to the Cause. 



The U. S. Preparing to Execute Single 
Handed the Paris Tribunal's 
Regulations. 



Washington, March 22 —It is bolieved 
in well informed naval and diplomatic oir- 
cles that tho Behing sea mattor is assuming 
an aspeot of gravo and Berious importance, 
and that tho recont sudden changes in the 
assignment of the naval oDicorB are ascrlb 
able to this oaBo. The visit of Secretary 
Gresham to tho houso committee on 
Foreign affairs to-day, Sir Julian 
Pauncefoto'a ineffectual attempts at a later 
period of the day see the Secretary of State, 
and tho significant remarks attributed to 
Sir John Thompson, in tho Canadian Parlia- 
ment yesterday, all taken together, are im- 
plied to moan that there is far from smooth 
sailing ahoad in Behring Sea affairs. 
Late this afternoon Soorotory Her- 
bert who had earlier in tho day 
positively declined either to affirm or 
deny rumors which had been current that 
Admiral John G. Walker has boon assigned 
to an important command, aokno pledged 
that the htatement was truo. Admiral 
Walker will command tho Pacific squadron 
this summer. Among the reasons advaneod 
for giving Admiral Walker another 
tour of sea duty is the great im- 
portance of the Pacific station and 
the marked ability of Admiral Walker to 
oopo with the Bubjoots that may of necessity 
be presented to tho American commander, 
not only on account of Hawaiian matters, 
but also because of Behring Sea complica- 
tions. In some quarters his selection is 
taken as an indication that the diplomats 
failed to settlo the question and that the 
United States is making an effort to be pre- 
pared for tho Binglo-handed execution of the 
Paris tribunal's award, if England tails to 
do her part. 

KOSSUI'H A FREE MASONS 

Tho Fraternity Will Bo Represented at tho 
Funeral — Students Riot nt 
Buda Pesth. 

Turin, March 22. — Both tho American 
and Italian lodges of Free Masons will be 
represented at tho Kossuth funeral services 
here and in Buda Peath. KosButh had been 
a Mason for ovor forty years. He woa re- 
ceived by tho Boaton Masons with a demon- 
stration whioh ho never forgot, when ho 
was viaiting tho U. S. in 1852. A deputa- 
tion of tho municipal authorities of Turin 
will accompany tho body to the Hungarian 
border, 

Buda Pesth, March 22 —Tho National 
theatre triod to give a performance, this 
evening, deepito the general mourning for 
Kossuth, and tho closing of tho other places 
of public entortaiument. The atudenta had 
warned tho manager against opening tho 
doors, but ho obtained a doublo force of 
police and had tho houso openod. 
Tho firat net was but half done, 
when about two hundred students 
drove tho police from tho door, and de- 
manded that the curtain be lowered and tho 
black flag raised ovor tho theatre. Tho 
actors wero too much confused to proceed. 
Many of tho audience threatened to mako a 
fight againat the interference of the 
studonts. To avoid a riot in tho theatre, 
the manager hurriedly hoisted tho mourn- 
ing flag and suspended the performance. 

The Btudcnts left the National theatre at 
about eight o'clock and movod slowly up 
Karoly street to tho barracks, where a group 
of students from the Royal opera houso in- 
formed thorn that, despite all reports to the 
contrary, tho opera was being given as 
usual. All started at onco for the 
oporn house, where an extra force of 
police had been stationed. Tho students 
charged tho police and beat them back, but 
wero unable to break through to the thoatro 
doors, but they shouted and hooted so 
loudly that tho perfarmanco waa hardly 
audible in the opera house, uud after a few 
minutes waa auspended completely. Tho 
polico forced tho mob back until moat of tho 
atudeuta loft the neighborhood. Half an hour 
later theatudents with reinforcements return- 
ed and beating back tho polico shouted that 
tho performance must cease. During tho 
confusion tho curtain fell, tho Bingera hur- 
ried from tho place, and the audienco dis- 
persed panic stricken. Tho students hoisted 
mourning fUgs ovor the building after every- 
body elao had loft. Upon leaving the opera 
house tho rioters learned that tho several 
musio halls had remained opon. They went 
through tho atreota where tho entertain- 
ments wero in progress, throwing stones 
through tho windows and handling roughly 
ull persons whom they mot at the entrance 
to tho halls. A strong forco of polico 
eventually overtook them. About fifteen 
men wero wounded in tho fight and several 
wero arroBtod. Tho rest wero dispersed. 

At tho conferoneo of tho Liberals in ses- 
sion hero to-day, Premier Workerla an- 
nounced that tho President of tho Lower 
Houbo would movo on Friday that tho 
Houso record its tributo of respect to Louis 
Kossuth and telegraph a mossugo of sympa- 
thy and regret to tho family. Dr. Wor- 
korla added that tho Government would also 
favor sending a deputation to the funeral to 
place a wreath on the doad patriot's 
ooflin. Dr. Werkerla added that tho Roich- 
atag would bo adjourned on the day of tho 
funoral. " I shall be obliged to ask," ho 
said, in closing his statement, " that tho 
Houao refrain from demanding an act to do- 
fray tho funeral expenses or to make on 
enduring record of Kossuth's services, inas- 
much as Kossuth was opposed to tho con- 
stitution." 



INTERNATIONAL FOOTBALL. 

Tho Rugby Game Between Biitlsh Columbia, 
and Oregon Results In a Tic. 

San Francisco, Maroh 22.— Tho firat 
gamo of tho International Rugby football at 
tho Midwinter Exposition to day, between 
the Oregon and British Columbia teams, re- 
sulted in a tlo. Tho samo teaina play to- 
morrow.

AGAINST THE LORDS. 

Demonstration in, Hyde Park— Twelve Plat- 
forms—Resolutions Adopted at tho 
Sound of the Bugle. 

London, Maroh 22. — At tho demonstra- 
tion in Hydo Park to protest against the 
action of the Houso of Lords in rejecting 
tho Employers' Liability bill, it is estimated 
that 8,000 people were in attendance. There 
were twelve platforms in tho pjirk, from 
whioh the speakers addrossod tho assembled 
throng. Shortly before threo o'clook enor- 
mous prooessions from all parts of tho oity 
began to arrive. Among thooo who took 
part in tho procession wero representatives 
from every trade union in London. Reaolu 
tiona were read from all the platforms call 
ing upon the Government to again introduce 
tho Employers' Liability bill immediately 
upon tho reassembling of the Houso of Com- 
mons, and bIbo demanding that the Govern- 
ment tako steps to bring about tho entire 
abolition of the Houso of Lords. At tho 
sound of a bugle the resolutions were adopt- 
ed simultaneously by all Iho platforms, tho 
crowds singing their approval with a mighty 
shout. There was no trouble of any kind 
reported, and after the adoption of the reso- 
lutions tho crowds quietly dispersed.

British Columbia Hops Preferred in 
Great Britain to all Other 
Importations. 



t'nnnduN Splendid Field for Investment, 

London, March 22. — Tho Earl of Derby 
tho lato Governor-General of Conada, mado 
an eloquent and earnest plea on behalf of 
Canada beforo tho Liverpool Chambor of 
Commerce yesterday, Ho Baid that tho 
English capitalists should look more care- 
fully than they do into tho oxcellent chances 
for investment that tho Canadian mines, 
forests and agricultural interests offer. 

General Ilonth Coming. 

London, March 22.— General Booth, of 
the Salvation Army, will go to Canada this 
summer, it is announoed. Ho proposes 
making a four months' "Jubilee Salvation 
campaign" throughout tho Dominion and the 
United States. The general haa practically 
decided to plant tho "Salvation ovcr-tho- 
aoa-colony" in South Africa, or in Australia, 
so it will not be established in Canada. 

CompcnHutlon From ItrnzlE. 

London, March 22. — The Secretary of tho 
Foreign Offico, Gray, aaid tho question of 
compensation for tho deathB of British offi- 
cers nnd other British subjects killed by tho 
explosion of gunpowder on Ilhn de Guber- 
nador, in Rio do Janeiro bay, would not be 
pressod upon Brazil until tho insurrection 
had beon suppressed. 

More Dynamite In Church. 

Paris, March 22. — A Grenoblo dispatch 
stateB that a panic was creatod in tho church 
of Gallieu yeaterday afternoon by tho ex- 
plosion of a bomb. Twonty persons wero 
injured, some mortally. There were no ar- 
rests. 

IVnlllng Warships. 

Buesos Ayres, Maroh 22,— The inaur- 
gent warships Aquidaban and Republica 
are reported to bo cruising near Maldonado. 
It is believed that they aro waiting for tho 
departure from Montevideo of Peixoto'B 
vesBela. 

Br-xtou Likely lo Eellrc. 
DOBUN, March 22.— The Irish Times 
saya Thomas Sexton has intimated that ho 
will not roturn to parliament after diaaolu- 
tion which it is believed will tako place in 
July.

Tho 
circular is tho result of an order passed by 
tho Provisional Government which in in- 
tended to guard particularly againat tho in- 
troduction of royalist recruits. Immigrants, 
stowaways, paupers and others are pro- 
hibited and all must havo 050 in cash or a 
:ontraot to work before they can land. Ship 
muatora taking prohibited pnraona to Ha- 
waii aro liable to a fine of §100 and a years' 
impriaonment.

—The family of Kossnth 
havo oxpreBsed a desiro that the body bo re- 
moved to Buda Pesth on Friday and tho 
funeral take place thero on Tuesday next. 

Buda-Pestii, March 22 —The city coun- 
cil resolved that, in addition to defraying tho 
burial expenses of Kossuth, it would provide 
funds to erect a monument to hia memory. 
All Hungary is in mourning, Tho entire city 
is in mourning for Kossuth. Thg students 
are wearing black plumes in their hats.

Roman Catholic ohurch Bhortly beforo he 
died, though ho had always lived a Protes- 
tant. MaoVeagh will represent the United 
Stutes at tho funeral. 

Washington, March 22. — Tho senate 
adopted a resolution offered by Air. Houro 
expressing regret at tho death of KoBsath 
and tendering tho family tho condolence of 
tho senate 



THURSTON RECALLED. 

Tho Provisional Government Urgently Re- 
quire His Assistance In Establishing Per- 
manent Republican Institutions. 

San Francisco, March 22.— It was stated 
thia evening that lottera recalling Hawaiian 
Minister Thurston aro now on their way to 
Washington, and that ho will bo requested 
to hurry homo as soon aa posaiblo. His pro* 
sonco is said to bo desired to assist tho Pro-

ROSSIA AND GERMANY. 

Tho Czar Congratulates tho Kaiser on the 
Conclusion of tho Commercial Troaty. 

Berlin, March 22. — The Czar, in an auto- 
graph lotter to tho Emporor, congratulates 
him on tho conclusion of tho RusBo-German 
treaty, nnd expresBcs the hopo that the 
Kaiser will attend tho Russian military 
maceeuvrcs next autumn.

The Kootenay Lake General Hospital 
Society is out of debt and haa §1,450 (35 in 
its treasury. 

Henry Cody and Thomas Garvoy, who 
havo been at work all winter at the Noblo 
Fivo mines, report anew fulling at tho miaes 
every day for Bix weeks since February 2, 
Ou tho north sido of tho mountains the 
snow must be nearly 20 foot deep, aa it is 
fully 12 feet deep on the south side. 

William Perdue arrived in Nelson on 
Thursday from a trip through Alberta. Ho 
canio down by way of the Columbia river to 
Nakusp, thonco across by New Denver and 
KaBlo. He says tho Bnow ia from four to 
six feot deep between Rovolstoko and the 
head of Uppor Arrow lake, and tho eleigh 
road in good condition.

1. Tho grade is comploted to " tho wig 
warn," a point fivo miles below the " Green 
Slide," which ia the prcssnt end of tho 
track, 

Goldatoia & Flaherty, who lost over 
50,000 by tho Kaslo fire, opened their now 
pla^o of bufliness on Front street to-day 
So far, they are the only hotel men who 
have attempted to rebuild. 

Tho train orew of tho Columbia k Kooto 
nay woro out yestorday clearing tho truck 
of that air lino railway of Bnow and ico, 
preparatory for tourist travel. 

Captain Troup, manager of the C. & EL 
S. N. Co., haB received advices that tho ico 
is yet solid in the Columbia river between 
Rovolstoko and Upper Arrow lake, and in 
Kootonay river between Bonner's Ferry 
and the lower end of Kootonay lake. He 
says his company will be roady to operate 
boata on both rivers as soon as they aro 
navigable 

Tho first regular meeting of shareholders 
of tho NolHon Hydraulic Mining Company 
elected R. J. Bcaloy, F. M. McLood, J. F, 
Hume, J. F. Ritchie and G. W. Richard 
son, diroctors. Tho direotors aftorwarda 
eleotod F. M. McLeod, president; R J. 
Boaley, vice-president and G. W. Richard- 
Bon, seorotary-treaBuror. Tho steol pipe 
needed for tho plant haa boen ordered from 
tho Joshua Hendry Iron Works, San Fran- 
cisco, and is expected to arrive in Nelson in 
two weeks. 

Good progress is being made at Forty, 
nine creek in getting tho dam, ditchea, and 
Bluice-boxes in readi»esB, and by tho timo 
tho ground is bare the company hopes to 
have pay dirt running through tho aluicos. 
About twenty men are employed at present. 

Forty tons of ore were shipped this week 
from the Silver King mine to ono of tho 
smeltors at Denver, Colorado. 

Tho South Kootonay Board of Trade, at a 
meeting hold at Nelson on the 13th inat., 
pasBod the following resolution : "Resolved, 
that tho attention of tho Government bo 
called to tho inadequacy of the grant in aid 
of tho fire department of Nelson and tho ab- 
sence of any grant for tho department of 
Kaalo, and especially as within the past two 
years Nelson haB raised and expended up- 
wards of $2,000 for fire protection, inde- 
pendent of tho Government grant, and 
Kbb1o nearly §1,000 ; that the Government 
buildings in the two towns aro of a value 
that warruntB tho making of a grant to 
Kaalo and increasing tho Bum granted Nel- 
son, the buildings at NelBon costing §15,000 
and those of Kaalo upwards of §3.000." 

Tho report that tho mines in the Slocan 
district had closed down, owing to the fall 
in tho price of silver, is without foundation 
Every mine in tho hands of men ablo to do 
development work is being developed, but 
the Attraction of ore for shipment has been 
Btopped. Tho Dardanelles employs 20 
men, tho Washington 10, the Noblo Five 8; 
the Slooan Star, tho Freddie Lee, tho Noon 
day, the Northorn Bolle, tho Mountain 
Chief, the Idaho, tho Alamo, and tho Alpha 
all have men at work ; work will alao bo 
resumed on tho Reco next week. 

On Wednesday lust, Henry Cody, a min 
er in tho Bonanza King, one of the Noblo 
Fivo mines, broke down seven tons of ore, 
of the estimated value of §3,000. The last 
ahipmont of 50 tons from tho Noblo Fivo 
minea will go out next week, "Bill "Hen- 
nassy going along with it to tho Bmelter. S, 
S. Bailey, of tho Payne group, has Buspend- 
ed work for the present. 

No mlno in tho district haa more ore in 
sight than tho Le Roi and no other mine in 
the district ia in shape to make a larger con- 
tinuous output. Tho mine is open to a depth 
of 200 foot, and tho ore is richer at tho 200- 
foot level than at tho 100 foot, and richer at 
tho 100 foot than at tho surface. The ore ia 
gild, and if tho oro now on tho wharf at 
Trail was amoltcd, tho roturns would bo 
more than sufficient to relmburso tho owners 
for overy dollar thoy expended on tho mine, 
as purchase money or otherwise. Tho pres- 
ont daily output of from fifteen to twenty 
tons will bo continued indefinitely. Tho Lo 
Roi is but one of tha minea in Trial diatrict. 
There aro others that will bo hoard from 
long boforo the prico of Bilver reaches §129 
an ounoo.

News has como to hand that the "Sarah 
Jano " mineral claim, which overlaps Car- 
penter k Hugonin's pre-emption at Three 
Forks, has boen sold by E. R. Hamilton, tho 
locator, and W. Glynno, who had bended 
it, to tho same outfit which acquired tho 
pro-emption. 

Tho Balfour Trading company, having 
uiovod tho balance of thoir atock from 
KaBlo, havo taken an additional store in the 
Newmarkot hotel building. 

S. M. Wharton, ono of tho loading mon 
of Now Denver, who has oxtenaivo mining 
and other intoroBts in tho Slocan, has 
draftod a petition to the Government, 
praying that tho potition of thoso seeking 
to effeot a wholesalo cornor on tho wator 
privileges of tho Slooan bo disallowed. 

The Hall Mines Co., will mako another 
oro ihlpment of 40 tons, next week to Den- 
ver, Colorado. Tho last shipment which 
was delayed at tho boundary of tho N. k F. 
S. road having not made arrangements with 
the customa, for bonding tho oro through 
tho Uuitod States, was started again on 
March 2, for Swansea. 

An application for a certificnto of im- 
provements on the Britomarto mineral 
claim in tho Slocan. was this week rofuaod 
by Gold Commissioner Fitzitubbs. This 
claim ia located over the edgo of a porpon- 
dicular cliff oomo 2,000 foot up. Tho 
orfgo is exposed in tho faco of tho 
olid but ia inaocesaiblo. The owner, 
Cuptain R, C. Adams started a tunnol for tho 
Britomarto lodge, on on adjoining olaim 
called tho Cliumblet, alao held by him. In 
addition to this he started a Bocond tunnol 
for tho Chamblet ledgo, tho two tunnels 



representing $1,500 in assessment work. 
On the strength of this he made applioation 
for a certificate of improvements on the 
Britomarto. The gold commissioner refused 
the certificate upon hia construction of 
olauee (a), of section 30 of tho Mineral Aot, 
which Bots out that a certificate of improve- 
ments shall be granted for: "Done or 
oauted to be done, work on tho claim itBoIf, 
in developing a mine to the value of §500, 
exolusive of all houses, buildings or like im- 
provements." Capt. AdamB' representatives 
will muko a test case of tho point under 
section 33 of the Mineral Act, which reads : 
" Any money or labor expended in con- 
structing a tunnel to develop a voin or lode 
shall be doomed to havo been expended 
upon Buoh vein or lode." 

Trail Creek promises to be tho mostaotive 
camp in West Kootonay this summer. Col. 
Peyton haB twenty-five men at work on the 
Lo Roi. He is shipping GOO tons of ore. 
Tho oro is rafted from Trail to Wanota and 
taken by rail from this point to its desti- 
nation. " The managoment is workitg two 
shifts of ten men each. It is probable that 
tho working force will bo considerably in- 
aroused, but at proBont thoro ia no room for a 
greater number of miners. A force of about 
a dozen mon woro put to work on the War 
Eagle this month, Thore are three or four 
mon working on the Nioklo Plate, an equal 
nvmber on tho Cliff, tho co-owners, of tho 
"O K" property, and a considerable numbor 
on prospects. 

A. D. Westby, representative of the 
Canadian Pacifio Mining and Milling com- 
pany, of Minneapolis, was in town this 
week arranging for a survoy of tho Wake- 
field and Amazon mineral claims acquirod 
by his company.

Nightshift ; that tho latter ia tho prior loca- 
tion, but on a technicality they wero pre- 
vented from making tho record beforo tho 
locators of the Rand.

LOST EXPLORERS. 

Expedition Fitting Out Under TJ. 8. Auspices 
to Rescuo Two Hardy Arctic 
Adventurers. 

Tho loat explorers, Bjorling and Kal- 
atiniuB, two exploror8 whose fato has beon 
commented upon by the press of the world, 
wero lost track of in tho fall of 1892. In 
Novomber of that year their schooner, the 
Ripple, of 50 tons burdon, was crushed on 
tho southeaatern island of tho Caroy 
group in latitude 77 degreea north. Tho 
wrock of tho achooner was found, but her 
daring ownerB have never been hoard of. 
Thoy dropped from tho sight of tho civilized 
world from that'moment. Pago oftor page, 
and article after article, has appeared on 
tho subject of their disappearance and tho 
hope and belief has beon entertainod by 
many thut they wore somewhere in tho 
frozen regions of tho land of tho midnight 
sun, waiting to be rescued. 

Tho question arieea whother there ia any 
ground for hopo that these daring explorers 
with their two companions are still alivo 
The fact that an expedition will probably be 
sent out is proof positivo that there is hopo. 
They had two rifles, a ehot gun and plenty 
of amunltlon. Bjorling ia known to 
havo been a man of indomitable 
eourago and fortility of resource, 
and in expedienta uncxcolled ao that 
with these arms, in a country that is 
said to abound in animal life, tho promotors 
of thia enterprise bulieve ho would bo fully 
oblo to maintain himself. As far back as 
1616 Baffin, the groat explorer, reportod 
multitudes of walrus and other ani- 
mals noar tho entrance of Jones' 
Sound, and the western part of tho 
Bouud is stated by Esquimaux to remain 
opon all tho year round. Thia Btntemont 
is made authentic by llalchcr, who discover- 
ed open water on May 20. EUsmero Lind 
abounds in musk oxen and reindeer and the 
west coast is Baid to bo infested with pilur 
bears, which is a sure oigu of seals, on which 
tho bears feed. With such a aupply of food 
and (food ri/loa with whioh to seoure It, it is 
expected tho searchorB will run across the 
explorers Bomowhcro in tho icy regions of 
El Is me re.

A CONSPICUOUS DISCREPANCY. 

Our article of yesterday on British Colum 
bia's contribution to tho Dominion revenue 
having been written under difficulties and 
with no books of roforenco at hand, con 
tained Bomo inaccuracies of detail which, 
though they did not affect our argument, 
might lead some readers to believe that in 
this matter wo were disposed to exaggerate 
and to complain without good cause. But 
wo havo no Buoh disposition. Wo think it 
but right that tho actual position of this 
Provinco in this rospeot should bo widely 
known. But wo havo no desire whatovor to 
magnify what this Provinco pays into tho 
Dominion treasury or to minify in tho least 
what aho receives in return for her con- 
tributions. 

Ib ia undeniablo that Britiah Columbia 
pays a good deal more in propor- 
tion to her population to tho Do- 
minion troaaury than any of tho 
other Provinces. Thia can be very easily 
proved. Tho population of tho Province io 
Botdown in tho censua at 98,173. This 
handful of pooplo contributed to tho Domin- 
ion revenue last year in tho ahapo of cus- 
toms duties and oxcioe imposts t he very largo 



capita to the Dominion revenue from the 
same aouroes of tho different Provlnoes ia as 
follows :

Tho averago contribution per head of the 
population of the Dominion is §6.07. Tho 
discrepancy ia startling. If thia Pro 
vinco paid into tho Dominion Treas- 
ury its pro rata share its contribution 
would bo $595,900. It consequently paid 
last year §809,402 moro than it would havo 
paid if an average had been struck and 
every province was required to pay in pro 
portion to the number of its inhabitants, 
Now wo would like to know if thero is 
any equitablo reason why British Columbia 
should bo required to pay §869,402 more 
than tho average share of taxation? Does it 
receive advantages commensurate with this 
greatly increased burden? Or are tho ap 
propriations it receives proportionately 
greater than those of the other provinces? 
Tho discrepancy is the more conspicuous as 
thero aro only two of the other provinces 
which pay moro than their pro-rata sharo of 
taxation. Those aro Quebeo and Manitoba. 
Tho oxceas in both theso cases is 
trilling. That of Quebec, aB is well 
known, is in appearance only, for a very 
largo proportion of tho goods for which 
taxes aro paid in that Provinco aro con- 
sumed in tho othor Provinoes. But this is 
not tho case with British Columbia. Very 
few — wo should say hardly any — of tho 
goods for which duties aro paid in British 
Columbia ore consumed outside the Pro- 
vinco. Tho larger Maritime Provincos of 
tho EiSt— Nova Scotia and Now Brunswick 
— ilthough their populations aro many 
times aB largo as that of British Columbia, 
ontributo to tho Dominion exchequer 
tho one only a little moro and tho other 
a smaller total amount than Briiiah Cc- 
lumbia, and their per capita contributiona 
aro consequently ridiouloualy less, Nova 
Scotia, with a population of 450,000, pays 
into tho revenue of the Dominion SI, 512,016, 
or $3.36 per head, and New Brunswick, 
which has 321,263 inhabitants, pays 
SI, 365, 447, which is $4.25 per head ; whilo 
British Columbia, which has a population of 
only 98,173, gent to Ottawa last yoar 
$1,465,302, or within a very small fraction 
of $15 for every man, woman and child 
within its bordora. 



Having those facts before our eyos, would 
wo be doing justice to this Province if wo did 
notmakesuch representations as aro calculat- 
ed to convince tho Dominion Government and 
tho members of tho Houeo of Commons that 
common j ustice requires that British Colum- 
bia bo liberally treated by tho Dominion— 
that it ought in fairness to get back, in the 
Bhapeof appropriations for works which it 
needs badly, some compensation for what it 
pays ovory year into the Dominion Treas- 
ury in oxcess of its fair sharo. This ia not 
unreasonable. Oa the contrary, It is moat 
reasonable, and it is, moreover, not only our 
duty, but tho duty of every British 
Columbian to do what in him lies to have 
justice done to this Province. 



than to allow the Bland bill to become law. 
This ia what John A. MoCal), Preaident of 
the New York Life Insurance Company, 
said : 

I believe that the President should veto 
the Seigniorage bill, without any regard 
whatever to the Tariff bill or its considera- 
tion by tho Senate. Mr. Hewitt has very 
happily characterized the Bland aot as a 
proposition to " coin a vacuum." No ono 
who is familiar with the President's sturdy 
character will for ono moment credit a story 
that he is considering tho performance of an 
aot so contradictory to his oft-repeated 
sound financial views. 

Better a thousand times, in my opinion, 
that the Wilson bill should fail of passago 
rathor than tho President should retreat a 
single stop in his financial course. Wo can 
stand a high tariff bettor and longer than 
such a miserable subterfuge as tho Bland 
aot. We do not want our people to be 
plunged again into tho vortex from which 
we were lately rescued by a Preaidont of 
courageous conviotions, a nlan who has 
never up to the presout time entered into 
a bargain that involved the surrender of his 
principles, even temporarily. 

Other business men are of tho same opin- 
ion. Henry W. Cannon, President of tho 
Chase National Bank, in reply to tho in- 
quiry, Baid : 

I do not believe that tho exigencies of 
tho situation in connection with tho Tariff 
bill aro such aa to warrant tho Pre8ident in 
permitting the Bland Seigniorage bill to bo- 
conio a law. On tho contrary, I think it ia 
clearly his duty to veto it. I should con- 
sider it very bad financial policy to permit 
tho passage of such a bill. It ia an igni- 
tion measure pure and simple, and ia a 
forced loan upon the people without inter- 
est. 

Furthermore, Bhould it becomo a law, it 
will stultify tho action of Congress and tho 
President in eo far us tho ropeul of tho Sil- 
ver Bullion Purchase act is concerned i.nd 
will leave gravo doubts in tho minds of 
European investors as to the intention of 
our Government in the maintenance of gold 
payments. The passage of the bill by the 
House has already produced an unfavorable 
effect upon foreign markots for our securi- 
ties, and I believe, if tho bill becomes a law 
it will havo a tendency to s'imulato gold 
oxports and retard to aomo extent tho re- 
vival of businetr. 

It miy bo inferred from those utlerancoB 
of prominent business men of Now York 
what tho feeling in business circles iB with 
regard to the action to bo taken by the 
President on tho Seigniorage bill. But he 
has hitherto proved himself to bo a man of 
great moral courage, who is not afraid to 
incur responsibility whon ho acts tho path 
of duty clear beforo him. Thot path doea 
not eeom very clear just now. If tho buBi 
ucbb men of New York aro right ho has the 
choice of two evils beforo him, and it is no 
reproach to a man's firmneBa or hia intogrity 
if ho hesitates as to which to chooae. 
It may be hard for any man to decide 
whother the evila which may follow hia 
allowing the Bland bill to become law will 
bo greater than will be caused by the re- 
jection of the Wilson bill by tho Senate. 
" Of two evils choose the leaBt " ia aound 
advice, but the difficulty aomotimea is to 
decide which is the least. It may be that 
it ia this uncertainty which causes Preaidont 
Cleveland to heaitato as to what he shall do 
with respect to tho Bland bill.

A CRITICAL POSITION. 

There ia a good doal of conjocturo as to 
what the Preaidont will do with the aeign- 
iorago bill. A short time ago it was con- 
fidently predicted that he would veto 
it without hesitation. Lately, however, 
the political prophets have been loss confi- 
dent. Tho moat thoy would say was that 
Mr. Cleveland would allow it to bocomo 
law by the illlux of timo. If after a moas- 
ure is sent to tho President for signature he 
allowa ten daya to go by without taking any 
action with rogard to it, it bocomea law 
without hia conaont. Lately wo ace that 
pressuro ia being brought to bear on tho 
President to induce him to veto the bill. 
Busineaa men rogard the measure with dis- 
liko and distrust. Thoy beliovo that if it 
becomes law business will bo again un- 
settled and that its operation will preeipi- 
tato a orisia which will bo even moro dia- 
astrouB than the one that has hardly yet 
beon tidod over. Thia ia what Charlea S. 
Smith, President of tho Now York Chamber 
of Commerco, aaid about tho President's 
action on tho bill: 

If President Cleveland approves tho 
Seigniorago bill he goes back on all of his 
past nrofosaions relative to financial ques- 
tions' Should that bill become a law gold 
would, in my opinion, go to a premium 
within oixty daya. Thero ia ulready a 
gravo fear with rogard to thia question 
amoDg buaineBB men who have foroign rela- 
tions and who must pay their obligations in 
gold. If the Blund bill becomea a law you 
will dco an cnormoua shipmont of gold out 
of thia country right away. Thero is no 
domand, no excuso for such a law. It is 
tho rankest heresy. The business com 
munity had rathor have tho Sherman Silvor 
bill itself, because thoro was somo Bocurity 
back of that. 

The reason why petitions havo not been 
circulated against the Seigniorago bill and 
a tremendous fuss made over ita passage by 
tho House ia because nobody has believed 
that tho President would allow it to becomo 
a law. Why, whon Seoretary Carlisle was 
horogotting hia loan hospoko with emphasis 
against the Bland measure. I am amazod 
to hiar from certain prominent men who 
havo boon in Washington that thero is a 
growing belief thero that Preaidont Clove- 
land may sign'tho bill. Such a course would 
practically nullify, in foreign estimation at 
least, tho repeal of tho Sherman act. Not- 
withstanding theso reportB, however, I do 
not bolievo that thero is any pdwor on earth 
that can induce tho President to sign the 
bill. 

It ia Baid that tho oause of the Prcaidont'a 
hesitation is that ho believes if ho votoes 
tho Seigniorago bill tho ailver Senators will 
form a combination againBt tho Wilaon bill 
und throw it out of tho Senate. Ho haa 
found that thoro is no depondouco to be 
placed in tho Senato, that thoro aro mem- 
bers in it who would do almost anything to 
thwart and injuro him. But there aro busi- 
ness men who bolievo that it would be bet-

accountable fcr thls.fand probably, as times are 
little, if any, bottor now than thoy wero then, 
wo may reasonably calculate on a not very 
largely increased subscription list this year. 

Tho sales in our depository— Messrs. T. N 
Hibbon & Co. 's store— havo boon of lute vory 
satisfactory. Not vory long ago wo received 
from England a considerable, supply of tho 
choapor kinds of Bibles and Tostamonta In 
English, many of which aro being sold at a 
prico which id undor coat.

I will not apeak of thoso, but will 
simply, in clos'ng my roport, ask you a 1 accord- 
ing to your ability to join In tho great t) Ission- 
nry entorpriso of tho British and /on-lgn Bible 
Society, which is silently but eircctlvoly wo.k- 
ing ia all lands, and everywhere upholds tho 
hands of tho faithful missionary of Christ, no 
matter wh it soction of tho church universal ho 
may bo allied with. 

Rev, Mr. Robann, in moving tho adoption 
of the rf port, said that ho waa never so im 
pressed as to the greatnesB of tho Bible aB 
at the Congreea of Religiono in Chicago, 
whoie it stood as "a sun in the Srmamentof 
the heavens" in contrast to all other re- 
ligions. Tho two thoughts more than all 
others that wero accepted in that congreBS 
were derived directly from the Riblo — the 
" fatherhood of God" nnd tho "brotherhood 
of man." Tho recognition of these truths is 
at tho present day permeating tho thoughts 
of tho greatest thinkers of the world. Re- 
ferring to tho timo when tho MiBaion society 
first undertook to send Bibles to tho miners 
in tho interior years ngo, ho told how it 
coat all tho way from eixty conta 
to §1 a pound to send the hooka by freight 
from Westminster to the interior. Speak- 
ing of tho woudorful chango in tho mining 
country ho instanced his viait of a week to 
tho Kootenay country last autumn. One 
curious fact he noticed was that though away 
up among the mountains tho waterB of Slo- 
cau lako did not freeze thicker than window 
glass. Another strange thing he noticed 
was that in the course of a whole week spent 
among all claaaea of peoplo thoro, ho had 
nover heard an oath nor a naaty word. He 
mentioned that of tho two drunken 
mon he had seen, one was giving 
a vory good tempcronco locture to 
tho bartender. Ho related a number 
of instances illustrating tho saving powor of 
tho scriptures in other places. One, in par- 
ticular whero tho inero outpouring of tho 
truths of tho scripture actually Beemed to 
havo tho effect of aoboring a muu under tho 
influence of liquor. 

Ruv. Joaepb Hall in seconding the adop- 
tion of tho report spoke of tho pooplo'a in- 
debtodncBB to tho Word of God for thoao 
blcBsinga which those leas favorod hud not. 
It iB tho foundation of civilization, ho said, 
and tho defects of civilized governments 
were doubtless duo to a want of harmony in 
juat thoso pl*cea with tho Word of 
God, Tho presont century has brought 
about a new era In missionary 
work and it has besn Btated that 
not less than 200,000,000 copies of the 
Bible have beon diffused during that timo. 
Tho Bibio iB now translated into 304 lan- 
guages, or about ono-tenth of tho languages 
of the world, estimating tho total at 3,005. 
Some nine-tenths of the peoplo of tho world, 
however, speak the languages into which 
tho Biblo has boon translated. During tho 
ninety yoara of the Biblo Society's exiatonco 
thoy havo exponded §55,000,000 in thoir 
particular work, and now Bend out somo 
4, 000,()00 copies yoarly. 

The roport was unanimously adopted and 
tho election of olfieorB was proceeded with, 
resulting as follows :

Dr. Lang, speaking frnm the eiperienco 
of missionary work in Cum, told of the ex- 
cellent work done by the Biblo sooioty in 
printing tho Biblo in foreign languages. 

Rev. A. B. Winchester, after touching on 
the harmful influence of anti-Scriptural 
literature, proceeded to rooall the courage- 
ous labors of Moffat and other missionaries, 
and made a plea forjthe disseminating of the 
truth among those who have it not. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell, tho chairman, replied 
very briefly to tho voto of thaks to the pas- 
tor and people for the use of tho ohurch, 
and after extending hearty thanks to the 
press tho meeting closed with tho singing of 
the doxology and tho benediction, pro- 
nounced by Rev. P. McF. Maoleod.

The continued short- 
age in the total number of business failures 
each week i a an important feature of tho 
situation. The total for the past week (ono 
day short) numbers 197, against 231 last 
Week and 203 in tho same week a year ago. 
Trade reports from tho moro important dis- 
tributing centres in tho Dominion of Can- 
ada announce continued quiet in almost all 
staple merchandise lineB. There has been 
Bon»o activity in the matt?r of removing 
various importations from bond, owing to 
feara of unfavorable tariff chaDgeB, but 
aside from this no special feature has been 
reported. 

R VlLWAV MORTALITY IN BRITAIN. 

Interesting Statistics— Number of Deaths— 
Katies to Employe*, Travel, Etc. 

New Vork, March 22. — Tho Govern- 
ment Board of Trade to day issued an im- 
portant return, showing the number of ser- 
Vanta reported by thirteen of tho principal 
railroad companies in Great Britain as hav- 
ing been killed and injured by accidonts in 
which the movements of vehicles wore con- 
cerned, during the years 1870, 1873, 1877, 
18S0, and thereafter to 1892 Tho amallest 
nurnbor of deathB and injurieB appears to 
have ooourred in the year 1870, whon 274, 
535 persons woro emp'oyed by the various 
ompanies with which the report deals, and 
only 115 deaths and 129,injuries W( re report, 
od, tho proportion of employes killod be- 
iug one to 2,387 and those injured ono 
in 2,128 Tho year in which tho mortali- 
ties and injuries reached the highest 
poiut was in 1873, thore being employed 
274.535 hands, 773 of whom wero killed aud 
1,171 injured. The proportiona of killed 
[ird injured wero respectively ono in 335 
and one in 234 Tho figures for the laat 
year with- Which the reporc deala — 1892 
compare very favorably with 1S70, tho total 
number of persons employed being 381,026, 
of whom 534 wore killed and 2,915 injured. 
The propirtion of killed to employed was 
one in 7 1-4, and of injured to employed ono 
in 120. The reporc concludes by stating 
that tho considerable difference between the 
numbers killed and injured in 1870 and the 
figures in the succeeding yeara ia probably 
owing to tho fact that railway companies 
did B9t Bioko such full roturna of accdonts 
nf this class prior to the PftWing of the 
Railway Regulations aot in 1871. 

EMIGRATION TO AFRICA. 

Representative Negroes Discuss Proposals to 
Return to the Dark Continent. 

BlRMIfOrtAM, Ala , March 22. — Three 
thousand representative negroes were in at- 
tendance here yesterday upon tho atato con. 
vention of negroes recently called by Rev. 
A- J. W&rner a °d others, to consider tho 
question of emigration to Africa. The de- 
pressed condition of the race and tho fact 
thst they are making no progress was dis- 
cussed. It was the aonae of the meeting 
that, Africa bciDg thu natural home 
of tho negroes, those in thin coun- 
try should return to that continent 
aa soon aa possible, and establish 
there a great nation such as tho whites hud 
established in America. It wus agreed that 
" us tho whito men hod brought the negroes 
to America, they ought to pay their fares 
back to their native land." Resolutions to 
that effect wero paaaed. It wan resolved to 
urge upon all negroes in America to take 
tiimilar ftctioc Bishop Turner, of Georgia, 
was present and advocated emigration. 
Propositions have already bocn received 
from steamship lines to transport tho 
n'-'groes either from Now Orleana or Savan- 
nah aa soon as they aro ready to go.

CANADIAN CATTLE IN ENGLAND. 

Deputations Prom Cliuinbers ol Agriculture 
Oppose Their Importation on 
tho Hoof. 

London, March 22. — Right Hon. Herbert 
Gladstone, president of the British Board of 
Agriculture, will receivo in April a deputa- 
tion from the chambers of agriculture of 
tho United Kingdom, and from the Royal 
society, in reference to tho cattle trade in 
Great Britain. Theso deputations will urge 
proposals antagonistic to Canada's cattle 
export trade, and to this end will make 
strong representations urging that all im- 
ported cattle shall bo slaughtered at tho 
port of landing, 

In tho House to-day President Gardner of 
tho board of agriculture said that until th« 
Government received furLher information in 
regard to the freedom of Canada from 
pleuro-pneumonia among cattlo they would 
not decido the question of tho admission cf 
Canadian cattlo into Knglund. 

Glasgow and Liverpool shippers ridiculo 
tho bill which Mr. Mulock has introduced 
in the Canadian Houso of Commons propoa- 
ing that tho Government should establish a 
maximum Bteamahip rate for tho transpor- 
tation of cattlo. A prominent cattlo ship- 
per, in speaking of the proposal of tho bill, 
said that tho Government might aa well be 
asked to fix tho prico of a man's dinner. 
Tho present Canadian rates scarcely afforded 
livine wugca, and are much less than the 
United States rats,

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THE ADMIRALTY COURT. 

The Text of tho Important Judgment In tho 
Case of Itegina vs. The Ainoko. 

In the Exchequer Court of Canada : \ 
British Columbia Admiralty Division,/ 

(Continu'C 1 From Yostorday'a Iesuo.) 

CHANGE OF C6tTE»3f 

Aa to the change from Yokohama to V«o; 
toria, it is observable that the section C: 
the act on that point which makes him as 
Well aB tho owner eaoh fineable in £100 
(which in this instance has not been asked), 
but it contemplates a possible ohange of 
direction under circumstances easily con- 
ceivable, though it retains his liability in 
all other respects. In this instance the 
teal roaeon, no doubt, is given. The In- 
dians would not allow him to carry them to 
Yokohama. They were 15 to 4, carried 
knives and were experts in tho use of arniB, 
and spoke a language they only understood, 
and which favored soorot combination. 
Capt. Clarence Cox tells us thoy never go or 
•will £0 to Yokohama, and gives one instance 
•within hiti knowledge, whero thoy took tho 
command of a vesaei and forced her baok to 
thtir homes; and the Hesquiot Indians, as 
we know by experience in this court in tho 
case of the Queen againat Anaytsachiat 
when I was attorney-general, are a bold and 
daring race if their blood is odco aroused 
and their foars excited lest they should not 
be able to return home. It is impossible 
not to consider that under the circumstances 
Capt. Heater did what was most prudent 
and even necessary for their safety, 
although there was and is a competent 
court for tho purpose of tryiDg the case at 
Yokohama as well as at Victoria. 

From tho frank and courteous manner in 
in which tho Yacoute conducted tho 
seizure, it is not too much to iufor that had 
they anticipated tho danger which after- 
wards arose from tho Indians in ordering 
the vessel to Yokohama, they might have 
insisted on Capt. Heater bringing Iub 
schooner to this port. Capt. Heater, under 
tho circumstances, was amply justified in 
the course ho took in this particular; and I j 
am of opinion he could not, with safety, 
have adopted any other course. 

The act itaelf does not confine the direc- 
tion to proceed to ono particular 
port for adjudication. The words in Sec 
2 aro directory "may direct tho ship by an 
addition to tho provisional certificate, or to 
tho endorsement, to proceed forthwith to a 
specified port" (tho real condition of this 
part of the aeotion is containod in the words 
following) "being a port whero there is a 
British court having authority to adjudi- 
cate in the matter" — a condition which Vic- 
toria fulfils. Yokohama is not named in 
the act, though it is quito within its pur- 
view. The broach of tho direction is pun- 
ishable by a heavy fine, £100 — $500 each, 
on the owner and master, who would not 
without preaaing necessity incur auch a pen- 
alty. The payment of this fine for such a 
change of direction is without prejudice to 
any other liability, such, for instance, as the 
liability of tho ship and her equipment to 
forfeiture in case it should be so ad j udicated. 
And I am clearly ol opinion that it is with- 
in the intent and meaning ot this portion of 
the act, that in case of some emergency, 
such as stress of weather, danger to life or 
to tho ship, or other circumstances of equal 
importance ariaiug, beyond the uiaater'a 
control, good faith would atill be kept with 
tho Russian authorities by taking her to 
some attainable British port, having a court 
with the indiapenaible requiaite, tho juria- 
diction to adjudicate in the matter. 

Plaintiffs counsel suggested that Yoko- 
hama was probably the moat deairable port 
for the Rueaian authorities for the collection 
of evidence; but experience hitherto haa not 
shown that, and in this case all the evidence 
was on the Ainoko and Yacoute. The 
witnesses were within their reach, open to 
them for examination right on the spot 
(under sec. 2, sub-sec. 2 of tho act), which 
would have made their examination evi- 
dence, when embodied in or annexed to the 
protocol; and the officers spoke excellent 
English. 

Two cases under tho aot, that of the 
Maud S (decided in an able judgment by 
tho court at Yokohama) and of the Oacar 
& Hottio, decided here, wore referred to — 
but the circumsUncea of each of these cibcs 
were different in several respects from tho 
present one; and as tho learned counsel for 
the plaintiff justly obeerved, each ca8e 
must bo tried on its own merits, 

We may gather from tho reported state- 
ments of the officers seizing and searching 
the Ainoko, that they quito recognized the 
stress of weather, inability to tako obser- 
vations for determining positions, which 
have been sworn to, and the unsuspected 
current forcing them silontly towards 
Copper Island, as the real causes of tho ves- 
sel being within the zone prohibited by tho 
act, They leavo it indeed to us to infer, 
that thoy base the ieport of tho 
commission and tho subsequent decision 
of the captain of tho Yacoute, to which tho 
report forma tho preamble, upon eec. 9 of 
HiB Imperial Eusaian Majesty's govern- 
ment's "Instructions" (an instrument which, 
with any explanation of its purport or im- 
portance, was not luid before the court), 
for they make no specific mention of our 
sealing act or order in council in tho pro- 
tocol; although for tho purpose of soizurc, 
search and sending the Ainoko for adjudi- 
cation they uso the powers theso enact- 
ments confer — but they base their decision 
of seizure expressly on the reason 
of her (the Ainoko) being found within the 
limits of "territorial wuters." And wh<-n 
Capt. Heater is sent away ho is directed to 
leave, without delay, the limits of "ter- 
ritorial waters," ond not the limit of the 
30 mile zone prohibited only to British eub- 
jectB by the Britiah act and order in coun- 
cil of 1893. 

I only note thia to show that tho court 
acts and decides in tho present ciso Bolely 
and exclusively under tho provisions of 
those two enactmontB, and recognizea them, 
aa interpreted by tho law, as tho aolo 
guide upon the ovidonco adduced, to its de- 
cision. 

I have entered into tho particulara of this 
case at considerable length, because of tho 
importance of tho iesuos involved, and the 
numerous pointB which have arisen during 



the trial. Upon a careful consideration of 
all the ciroumstances of the case, 1 am of 
opinion that the master, of whose truthful- 
ness 1 have no doubt, has given an honest 
account of the matter and that he was 
under a bona fide mistake in his calcula- 
tions, ac to his real position on, at least, the 
last four days beforo the so'V.'ire, and that 
this nvstake was owing to tho continued 
Stress of heavy weather, and the uneuspeot- 
ed iufluonco of a heavy current setting him 
on to the south end of Copper Island, and 
this was the reason and none other, of hia 
invo'' IQ t ar y presence within the prohibited 
zone, and * ,,at ne di(J not dieoiver or had 
not tho means of discovering hla mistake, 
until he caught a glinipfto of the land on the 
22nd, and that such a bona fide mistake is 
not in the law a contravontion of the aot. 
Also that immediately on making this dis- 
covery ho wore round and made all sail out 
of the prohibited waters, and had Beven 
hours battling with tho wind and sea to get 
out when ho was overhauled by the 
Yaoouto. 

The aevoral questions of lights, number of 
skins on board, dropping a boat on tho 18th 
for a couple of hours to seal, and the changs 
of routo to Viotoria were all satisfactorily 
explained; I am, therefore, of opinion on a 
full review of tho faots, and a proper con- 
struction of the law applicable thereto, 
that noithor Capt. Heator nor the Ainoko 
waa, according to tho true meuning of the 
aot, within tho prohibited zone, sealing or 
attempting to seal or otherwise there 
in contravention of tho aot. I there- 
fore pronounco in favor of tho ship 
and dismisB the aotion and order that each 
party do pay their own costs.

A BY-LAW 

Respecting the Management and Expendi- 
ture of the Revenue and Money be- 
longing to the Corporation ; 

Tho Municipal Council of tho Corporation Of 
tho City of Victoria onaois as follows : 

Sec, 1. It shall bo lawful for the I'roaBurtjf td 
pay from timo to timo tho amounts which bo 
como neceaaary for tho Borvlcoa inontioned in 
the Statement lottored A in tho Bchedulo horo 
to annexed. 

Soo.2. It shall bo lawful for tho Treasurer to 
pay from timo to timo such sums of money ns 
are named as boing payablo to tho ropreaonta' 
tires of tho Corporation montionod in tho 
Statemont lottored B in tho schedulo horoto 
annoxed : Provided that tho sums in oach case 
so paid during tho year do not oxcoed in tho 
aggrogato the total sum of money authorized 
by sub-aoction CO of sootion 101 of tho " Municl 
pal Act, 1802," and by By-law No. 170 1889, 52, or 
Bub soction 07 of section 101 of tho samo Act, as 
amondod by section 10 of tho "Municipal Aot 
Amendment Act, 1893." and by By-law No 
193, 1893, ns tho oaso may ho, and that tho 
Auditor has marked his initials agalnBt tho 
total amount of tho vouchor to certify to its 
correctness. 

Sea, 3. It ahall bo lawful for tho Treasurer to 
pay tooich officer of tho Corporation a aum of 
monoy not exceeding each month tho aum mon- 
tionod as allowablo to oach such ofilcor as per 
dotailcd atatomont lottored C and Voto No 62, 
Statomont J, in tho achedulo horoto annoxed : 
Provided that tho aum paid for each month's 
sorvices is not in oxecaa of tho monthly sum 
named in tho said atatomonta lunloas tho Coun- 
cil of tho Corporation othorwiao authorize), 
and provided that boforo making the paymont 
tho Auditor has marked hia initials againat 
tho total amount of tho vouchor to cortity to 
ita correctness. 

Sec. 1 It ahall bo lawful to pay such suniB 
of monoy us may bo authorized from timo to 
timo by resolution ot tho Council of tho Corpo- 
ration as arc Bot forth in approved requisi- 
tions, and for whioh warrants havo boon au- 
thorized by tho Council to ho issued for tho 
sorvioiis montionod in tho Statements lottored 
D, E, F, H, and Votos Nos. 39 to 59, both in- 
clusive, with tho exception of votca 51 and 51 
in Statomont lotcorod G, and Votoa No.C'ito 
No, 67, both inclusive in Statomont lottorod J, 
In tho schedulo horoto annexed: Providod that 
before making tho payment tho Auditor has 
markod his initialsogainat tho total amount of 
tho vouchor to certify to its corroctnoBa, and 
that tho Council havo authorized tho paymont, 
and that tho sums paid and authorized aro not 
in oach caso in tho aggrogato in excess of tho 
sum named in the above votes and atatomonta. 

Sec. 5. Notwithstanding anything contained 
In tho preceding acction of thia by-law, it shall 
bo lawful to mako tho following paymonta 
prior to obtaining authority from tho Council 
by rcaohition or by isauanco of a warrant : 

(a ) To any porson who has beon employed by 
ordor of or for tho Borvlcca connected with 
eithor Voto 18, Statemont D. or Voto 38, Stato- 
mont F, or Votoa 62, 04, 65, CO or 67, Statomont 
J, and who haa boen diachargod, or who has 
left tho employ of tho Co'poration : Provided 
that tho Chairman cf tho Standing Committee 
on Financo haa certified to tho corroctnoaa of 
tho paymont on account of IX., tho Board of 
Health ; tho City Enginoor has cortifled to tho 
correctness of tho paymont on account of VI., 
Streets, Bridges and Sidewalks ; and tho Water 
Commissioner has cortifloi to tho corroctnees 
of tho paymont on account of Voto 18 Water 
Works Expenditure ; and that tho Auditor has 
in oach ca?o marked his initials against tho 
total amount of tho vouchor, but tho Standing 
Committoo of Financo aro to report all auch 
payments to tho Council at its first regular 
mooting thoroaftor. 

Soc 6. It shall bo lawful for tho Treasurer to 
payeuchaums of monoy for tho aorvicca namod 
in Votes 51 and 51, SUtoment lottored G, as 
tho Mayor may direct : Provided always, that 
tho sums paid are not In tho aggregate in ex- 
cess of tho sum horoby appropriated by the 
Council for tho aorTico, and that tho Auditor 
has marked his Initials ngainat tho total 
amount of tho vouchor to certify to tho samo. 

Sec. 7. All requisitions for authority from tho 
Council to incur a pecuniary liability, or to 
mako an application for or a paymont of 
monoy, or for tho isauanco of a warrant to 
authorizo the paymont of a aum of monoy, aro 
first to recoivo on endorsement from tho 
Auditor that tho funds aro or will bo on hand, 
and aro unappropriated, and aro availablo to 
meet tho proposed expenditure out of tho 
municipal revenue for tho then current year, 
or out of monoy obtained* undor authority of 
Bub-section 131 of section 101 of tho " Municipal 
Act, MM," or out of money obtained by tho 
lssuo of debentures for tho purposo applied for, 
and aro to recoivo tho recommendation of tho 
Mayor, f.nd arc to havo tho approval of at leaat 
two of thomcmbors of tho Standing Committoo 
on Financo by their endorsement thereon, be- 
fore being considered by tho Council. 

All checks drawn on a bank for paymont of 
funds belonging to tho Corporation are to bo 
signed by tho Treasurer and by tho Auditor, 
and countorsigncd by tho Mayor of tho City, 
beforo payment. 

Sec. 8. All paymonta mado out of tho munici- 
pal rcvonuo for tho current year, or out of 
moneys obtained undor authority of tho " An- 
nual Loan By-law, 1891," aro horoby con- 
firmed. 

Sec. 9. Tho ofilcor styled tho Auditor, or tho 
Treasurer, referred to In thia by-law, shall mean 
and ineludo any porson acting in either of theso 
capacities by tho authority of tho Municipal 
Council for tho timo being. 

Soc.10. No. 100, "Tho Mui iolpal Rovcnuo 
By-law, 1893," is hereby repealed, with tho ex- 
ecution of sections 10 and 11; also No. 203, 
"Tho Municipal Expondituro By-law. 1893," 
and No. 210, " Tho Supplementary Expenditure 
By-law, 1893." 

Sec. 11. Thi3 by-law may bo cited as tho 
"Municipal Rovenuo By-law, 1891."

Montreal, March 22.— Tho Royal Marino 
artillorymou on routo from Plymouth to 
Esquimalt, B.C , have arrived hero. The 
party is in chargo of Mujor Rawaton oud 
numbers 5U At 10:30 a.m. Col. Stevenson 
was present to uot aa hoBt and guide of tho 
artillerymen, who wero in heavy marching 
ordor. Tftoy marched up Notro D^mo 
stroot, Major Rawaton at their head, 
and beaido him Col. Stevenson and Mr. 
Lambkin, passenger agent of tho C P.R. at 
Quoboc, who h»B chargo of tho party as 
far as North Biy. Tho lino of march was 
along Notro Damo Btrcot to Plaoo 
d'Armoa square, then to St. James street and 
Victoria square. As thoy pueaed tho atatuo 
of Hor Majeaty they brought their rifles to 
tho shoulder. They thon proceedod upBoaver 
Hall hill, west on Dorchoator street to Do- 
minion squaro, down Windsor street to tho 
C.P.R. Btation. Tho party wero drawn up 
along Osborne atreot in front of the station, 
while Major Rawaton went up to Mr. Mo- 
Nicoll's ofllco to arrange transportation de 
tails.

TO BE SHOT AT SIOHT. 

Pelxoto Troposes to Exeouto Without Trial 
Those Who Have Taken Arms Against 
the Government. 

(Copyright by tbo United Press, 1891.) 
Rio DB Janeiro, March 17, via Monte- 
video, March 22 — President Pelxoto has re- 
vived tho Imperial decreea of 1838 and 
1861. These decreea uuthorizo tho 
execution, without formal trial, of all 
persona who havo taken up arms againBt 
the government, as well as those who 
hav« f.ided or ubetted, directly or individu- 
ally, the cauae of the inBurrection. Tho 
persona coining within tho ecope of tho pro- 
visions in question are not neceasarily Bra- 
zilians. All foreigners who in any way sup- 
ported or co-operated with the inaurgonts 
aro liable equally witli tho nativos to the 
trootmont cout;mplated by tho decrocB. 
To what extent tho power of oxeaution 
without trial is to bo carried is not yet 
known. In view of tho present number of 
Stato prisoners, tho possibilities aro tre- 
mendous. Tho Montevideo division of 
President Peixoto's fleet has been ordered 
to Rio Grande do Sul, bo qb to convey from 
Matto Grusso tho reinforcements needed by 
Governor Cadthli.
